Export controls are not unique to any one country. 

Export controls are both multinational (countries regulating trade 
together) and national (countries regulating trade for their own 
interests). 

Reasons for control are prevention of use of computers for military 


purposes, nuclear proliferation, spread of terrorism and abuse of 
human rights. 
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Digital is a U.S. based corporation and the technology behind all of 
its products originates in the U.S. This makes all Digital products 
and technical know-how subject to U.S. export controls. 


WHAT _]I R D 


Both hardware and technical data are under control....both tangible 
and intangible items. In other words, anything related to high 
technology know-how whether it originates in the U.S. or not is 
subject to control. - 


KIN OF NSES 


There are several different kinds of licenses: 
1. Distribution License 
- Covers 97% of DEC’s exports/reexports. 


- Is a critical business asset which is granted only to 
selected, substantial companies. 


- Must be protected by proper compliance with license 
regulations in all areas. 


- Abuse of the export privileges granted by this license can 
result in its withdrawal. 


2. Individual Validated License 

- Covers 2% of DEC’s exports/reexports. 

- At present, generally requires 100 business days from 
submission of application to Department of Commerce to 
approval notification. 

- Being proactive in seeking such a license can mecuce any 


impact on business plans. , 


3. General License 

4. State Department License 
3. Nuclear Controls License 
6. Service Supply License 


- Together they cover a small percentage of our total 
business. 


DETERMINING WHICH LICENSE IS REQUIRED 


The kind of license required depends upon: 
- type of commodity being exported 
- destination of the equipment 
- end-use and end-user 
We must know: 
- to whom we are selling 
- capabilities of the products involved in the sale or service 


- specifically what the products will be used for 
WE MUST KN R_ CUSTOMER 


It is critical to screen during all phases of a customer transaction 
to insure that no one on the Denied Parties List (DPL) is involved or 
will benefit from DEC sales or service. 


Screening customers against a "Diverter Profile" can protect us from 
doing business with a potential diverter. 


Hardware sales orders are automatically screened against license 
requirements by our automated ordering systems but service orders must 


be screened manually. 


SCOPE OF THE DPL 


It must be understood that it is prohibited to have any business 
connection whatsoever with anyone actually listed or in any way 
affiliated with someone listed on the Denied Parties List. This 
includes ordering, buying, receiving, using, selling, delivering, 
storing, transporting, financing or whatever.

SECTION 1 OVERVIEW OF U.S. EXPORT REGULATIONS 
OEA: 


Office of Export Administration: Administrative Unit of U.S. Depart- 

ment of Commerce which issues the Export Administration Regulations 

Maat EAR defines U.S. exports controlled by the Department of 
erce. 


Exports are controlled for reasons of: National Security, foreign 
policy, non-proliferation of nuclear energy, human rights, crime 
control, resource conservation. 


License determined by: country of manufacture, ultimate destination, 
type of product, level of performance, end-use, end-user, U.S. dollar 
value of the order. 


COCOM: 


U.S. and fifteen allies (NATO plus Japan) exercise multilateral export 
controls over strategic items to USSR, countries under Soviet control 
and commmist countries in East Asia. It is headquartered in Paris. 
The countries include Belgium, Canada, Denmark, France, Germany, 
Greece, Italy, Japan, Luxembourg, Netherlands, Norway, Portugal, 
Turkey, United Kingdom, and U.S. The committee decides exceptions to 
embargoed items and must have response from all members. 


LICENSE: 


There are three levels of frequently used licenses fhat are the 
responsibility of OEA: General License, Distribution License, and 
Individual Validated License. The specifics for these are explained 
in Section 2, which follows. 


General License: Export of certain commodities and/or technical data 
without applying for a license document; restricted in its use to 
certain levels of technology or value. 


G-DEST: Commodities such as line printer paper, papertape, ribbons, 
and some low technology terminals. 


GTDA: Technical data which is generally available to the public, 
such as manuals and DECUS Software. 


GTDR: Export of certain restricted technical data not covered under 
GTDA under certain circumstances. 


GLR: Authorizes the replacement of defective or unacceptable parts 
of equipment that were exported from the U.S. under a vali- 
dated license: replacement must be at no cost. 


GLV: Authorizes export and reexport of a single shipment of certain 
products with a limited dollar value. 


Distribution License: 


Special validated export license issued by U.S. Office of Export 
Administration to make a limited number of shipments of certain 
product to approved consignees. 


Individual Validated Licenses: 


wnen shipments cannot qualify for General or D/L, specific authori- 
zation for export or reexport is required. 


1. End-user or purchaser is in Eastern Europe, USSR, China, 
Afghanistan or Libya 

2. End-user is engaged in nuclear activities 

3. Product is a system, or system upgrade that brings the per- 
formance limit above standard set by U.S. Export Regulations 
for Distribution License (D/L). 

4, Transaction is a direct sale to a customer and therefore is 
not being placed through an approved D/L consignee. 

5. The shipment is outside the sales territory of an approved 
consignee. 

6. Product is controlled by U.S. State Department. 


Table of Denial Orders: . 


Department of Commerce issues biannually the names of individuals or 
firms that are denied export privileges because of export violations; 
addenda issued as required; NO EXPORT ACTIVITIES ARE PERMITTED TO TAKE 
PLACE WITH PARTIES LISTED ON THE TABLE OF DENIAL ORDERS. 


Legal Compliance: 
OEA controls the export of: 


1. All Digital computer hardware except those items controlled by 
Department of State. 

2. All Digital software (including that written outside U.S. and 
services such as customer training, and maintenance/repair. 

3. All technology transfers such as "how to build computers". 

4. All technical data such as Digital's option bulletins, product 
brochures, manuals and training courses. 


Records Retention Guidelines: 


Accurate records of sales, export and reexport, must be kept for seven 
years from the date of sale or reexport; active for two years, then 
archived for five years. 


Compliance with International Traffic in Arms Regulations (ITAR) 
requires that records concerning the manufacture, acquisition and 
disposition of all items on the Munitions List be maintained six 
years. 


Local country record keeping requirements must also be satisfied. 


General License Overview: 


Export product and technical data without applying for an individual 
license document; use of GL is limited by coumodity, value of shipment 
and cowtry of destination. 


Commodity Control List (CCL): 


Commodity Control List number, dollar value of shipment and cointry of 
ultimate destination must be known in order to determine the correct 
licensing procedure. 


General license may not be used for: 


- Shipment to Table of Denial Orders parties. 

- Nuclear related end-users. 

. Items controlled by U.S. Government agencies other than Department 
of Coamerce. 

shipments to Country Groups Zor S. 
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In addition to the license application, other documentation may be 
required by D.O.C. such as: 


- International Import Certificate: required for destinations listed 
below and is obtained from the government of that country: 
Austria, Belgium, Denmark, France, Greece, Hong Kong,. Italy, 
Japan, Luxembourg, Netherlands, Norway, Portugal, Switzerland 
(Blue Import Certificate), Turkey, United Kingdom, West Germany, 
Yugoslavia (End-Use Certificate and Chamber of Economy Letter), 


- Form ITA-629 Statement by Ultimate Consignee and Purchaser: This 
{s for all other Retina Procedures for completing the form 
are specified in Handbook II. 


Q, W, ¥ OR P.R.C: 


. Form ITA-629 is required for all groups. 

Proof of Order/Equipment List. 

End-Use/End-User Information. 

. Block Diagram: schematic representation of the system confi- 
guration matches equipment list; shows Non-Digital equipment if: 
applicable. 

. Visitation Statements: required for selected products. 

Non-Digital Brochures (In English if applicable). 
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Distribution License: 


D/L special validated export license issued by Department of Commerce, 
D.C. to ship certain products to approved consignees in T & V coun- 
tries except Afghanistan and defined sales territories. D/L takes the 
place of numerous individual licenses. Within approved limits, it may 
be used for unlimited numbers and values of shipments or service. 


Exclusions from the D/L: | 
D/L excludes shipments or service to any country not included in the 


sales territory of an approved consignee; D/L may authorize to T and V 
countries except Afghanistan and P.R.C. 


Product Exclusions: 


1. Products for certain nuclear application by end-user. 
2. Any commodity used in production abroad of any coamodity that will 
be directly or indirectly sold to, or used by, the police or 
_ military of Namibia or South Africa. 
3. Products exceeding the performance level for the importing 


country. 

4. Products used for surreptitious interception of wire or verbal 
communication. 

5. Any product controlled by agencies other than U.S. Department of 
Coamerce. 

Transaction Exclusions: : , 


. Customer on the Table of Denial Orders. 

Drop Shipments — to ship outside approved Sales Territory. 
Consignees; no consignee may use D/L to act as purchasing agent 
for another consignee. 

Trade Shows, Demos; no approved consignee may use the D/L to move 
products into countries that are not covered by an approved D/L. 
5. Nuclear End-User; when product is for nuclear end-user. 
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Changes _ to D/L: 


Two types of changes affect D/L: changes in record keeping such as 
change of consignee address that does not interrupt the use of the 
license and amendments that require U.S. Government approval including 
adding a new consignee, changing sales territory, and changing consig- 
nee name. 


Individual Validated License: (IVL) 


Issued by either U.S. Department of Commerce or the Department of 
State; used to export or reexport commodities that do not qualify for 
General License, D/L or Service Supply License; authorizes only the 


specific transaction described on the license and in supporting docu- 
ments; limited to.the quantity, commodity and dollar value listed; two 
types: : : 


1. Export license: from U.S. to non-U.S. destination. 

2. Reexport Authorizations: allows further movemtnt of U.S. origin 
porduct that was previously licensed and exported from U.S. to a 
new end-destination; authorizes movement of product from one 
non-U.S. country to another. 


Qualify for IVL: Exports that fall in the following categories: 


- Country Groups Q, S, W, Y or P.R.C. 

To end-user engaged in nuclear related activities. 

- Any product which would exceed performance limits of D/L for the 
coumtry of ultimate destination. 

- Any product to a destination outside the sales territory of D/L 


consignee. 

- Direct to customer which is not authorized by the approved 
consignee. 

- Any product under control of agencies other than Department of 
Commerce. 


-  Non-disclosable end-use; must use IVL and disclose to proper U.S. 
agencies end-use. 


- Reexport Authorization: Request to Dispose of Commodities or 
Technical Data Previously Exported: reexport from original desti- 


nation to another country may require prior written authorization 
from Department of Commerce; reexport authorization permits the 
shipment of U.S. origin products previously licensed and exported 
fron U.S. to a foreign based facility or customer; authorizations 
to destinations Q, W, Y or P.R.C. have a limited validity of one 
year; to other destinations there generally is no such limit. 


- Application for Reexport: use ITA-699P, Request to Dispose of 
SsdT ties or Technical Data Previously Exported. Procedures for 


completing are shown in the Export Licensing Handbook II. 


Reexport from COCOM Countries: the government of the COCOM 
country from which the system is to be exported will submit the 


case to the Department of Commerce through COCOM. The entire 
reexport is handled through the government of the exporting 
country and the U.S. Government. The U.S. will not give approval 
for such reexports unless the reexport is approved unanimously by 
COCOM. This applies to: 


1. Reexports from a country that is a member of COE 
2. Reexports to the East Bloc and P.R.C. 


U.S. State Department Licenses: Digital Equipment Corporation 
manufactures some equipment that is classified as mmitions; it 


must comply with International Traffic in Arms Regulations (ITAR). 
That equipment must be licensed through the State Department; 
license is filed with District Director of Customs prior to move- 
ment of product; Products i a valid U.S. State Department 
license include: 


VT 100-X ; terminals, associated technical materials, 
manuals, option bulletins, promotional materials 


LPT printers: associated technical materials manuals, option 
bulletins, promotional materials 


LET8 printers: associated technical materials manuals, option 
bulletins, promotional materials 


Encryption software. 


Training and Shipments of Technical Data: Regulations focus on 


the country of citizenship, end-user's application, and ultimate 
destination of technical data (TD) in order to determine export 
requirements; non-U.S. citizens must be issued export licenses or 
Sign Statements of Assurance before acquiring Technical Data or 
training. 
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Nuclear Controls License: (NCL) An IVL called a "Nuclear Controls 

cense”" 1S required for computers exported to ultimate consignees 
in all countries, including Canada; such ultimate consignees are 
called nuclear end-users; no business may be transacted with a 
nuclear end-user without a NCL. 


Activities requiring NCL are: 


1. Designing, developing or fabricating nuclear weapons or 
explosive devices. | 

2. Designing, assisting in the design of, constructing, fabri- 
cating or operating facilities for the chemical processing of 
irradiated special nuclear material, production of heavy 
water, separation of isotopes, or fabrication of nuclear 
reactor fuel containing plutonium. 7 

3. Designing, assisting in design, construction, fabricating or 
furnishing equipment or components specially designed, modi- 
fied or adapted for use in such facilities. 

4, Training personnel in any of the above activities. 


Responsibilities: Subsidiary CAS, Sales, Field Service and 
aoa biattal D/L consignees are responsible for determining whether 
a customer is a nuclear end-user. Knowledge comes fran: 


a. Direct inquiry. 

b. Salesperson's Knowledge of customer. 

c. Prior business history with customer.

Non-disclosable End-Use: If end-user is not able to disclose 
end-use, Nuclear Controls License is required. Sales, training 
and field service for nuclear end-user are allowed within scope of 
NCL. No other license can be used for systens that require a 
Nuclear Controls License. 


Service Supply License: (SSL) Allows Digital Equipment Corpora- 
tion to service equipment in countries that are not covered by the 
D/L, i.e., Q, W, Yor P.R.C. and Afghanistan, not valid for S and 
Z, and provides service for equipment that is: 


1. Exported from U.S. 

2. Produced abroad by a subsidiary. 

3. Produced abroad by a manufacturer who uses parts imported 
from U.S. 


Replacement and spare parts for maintaining or restoring to 
eeac Operating condition are exported or reexported under the 


spare Parts: Parts normally kept on hand to assure prompt 
repair; commodities that improve or change the basic design 
characteristics are not a defined spare part under SSL. 
Country Groups Q,W,Y or P.R.C. can not receive spare parts. 


Replacement Parts: Parts needed for immediate repair 
including replacement of defective parts, replacement of 
equipment, or operating supplies. 


SSL cannot be used for: 


- Servicing equipment which involves nuclear end-user. 

- Changes or improvement to the basic characteristics of 
accuracy, capability, performance, or productivity of 
equipment as originally licensed. 

- Servicing commodities controlled by State Department. 

- Servicing any equipment owed, controlled, or used by or 
for military or police entity in South Africa or Namibia. 

- Servicing equipment in: Afghanistan, Cuba, Kampuchea, 
Libya, North Korea, Vietnam, or USSR. 


Digital Equipment Corporation, U.S.A. is eligible to service 
within T and V except Afghanistan provided the license number 
of the original exported or reexported commodity is known; an 
approved non-U.S. service facility is eligible for Q, W, Yor 
P.R.C. (not USSR) if: 


- Only replacement parts are reexported. 

- The license number of original exported/reexported commo- 
dity is knowm. 

- Each shipment is not valued at more than $8000. e 


Parts and Components Authorization: permits customer to reexport 


an end-product incorporating Digital products to countries speci- 
fied in the authorization without repeated requests for individual 
licenses; with approval, Commerce Department issues a letter 
authorizing incorporation of specified Digital products into the 
equipment specified in the Parts and Components Application. 


To qualify: 


Customer consistently orders the same configuration or 
systems. 

Customer routinely uses Digital products in a limited number 
of its own products which have clearly specified applications. 
Digital product is incorporated into the customer's product.

The export and reexport of DIGITAL products, parts, supplies and 
technical data must be effected in accordance with the laws, 
regulations, licensing requirements and procedures of the 
goverrmental authorities exercising jurisdiction in these 
matters. 


It is each employee's responsibility to be familiar with the 
implications of the export laws and regulations prior to making 
commitments, and thereafter to make a continuing effort to keep 
abreast of changes that could impact the Corporation's 
international commerce. 


This statement applies worldwide. We expect that you will 
execute the policy diligently and responsibly.

SECTION 3 ADMINISTRATIVE PROCEDURES 


Licensing Facts for Digital pavement Corporation Sales Ratna: 


Individual Validated Licenses are required in any of the following 
transactions: 


Parties on the Table of Denial Orders. . 
Nuclear end-user. 

Reexports. 

Transactions not covered under D/L. 


Order (ecklist: checklist should be adapted to requirements of the 
Subsidiary; if any of the following questions are answered with "yes", 
IVL is required, not D/L. 


- is customer on Table of Denial Orders? 

. Is customer located outside sales territory specified in D/L? 
- is the performance level above the limit approved under D/L? 
Are U.S. State Department controlled options on order? 

- Nuclear End-user? 
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Drop Shipments: A drop shipment is a shipment to an organization or 
person other than the purchaser and can be made on D/L ONLY if order 
is placed with D/L consignee and destination is within the approved 
sales territory of D/L Consignee. 


Shipments that do not meet the above conditions need an IVL. 


Slot Reservations: Reserves a place in backlog for an order; screened 
or export licensing requirements in same manner as a formal order; if 
D/L is not applicable. 


Prototypes, Models and Demonstration Equipment: Licenses are required 
for prototypes, models, and/or ceecrstration equipment, as well as 
technical data and software. Export licensing reqdirements are baséd 
on performance levels of equipment; equipment must be licensed prior 


to shipment or transport. 


Product Substitution or Upgrades: Applies to substitution of any or 


all products on a purchase order. 


1. Product substitutions and/or upgrades change application infor- 
mation and license must be amended in order to remain valid 

2. When product substitutions or upgrades take place, CES must be 
informed; revisions can then be made 

3. Q, W, Y or P.R.C.: substitutions or upgrades require either an 
emendment for current license or a new IVL. 


Manufacturing Site Transfers: IVL's issued for shipment from a 
particular manufacturing site are not valid for any other site; in the 
event of a site change, an amendment must be submitted to and approved 


by Department of Commerce Office of Export Administration before 
shipment may be made. 


SECTION 4 RESTRICTIVE TRADE PRACTICES/REPORTING 


Restrictive Trade Practices or Boycotts: Boycotts are activities by 
govermments and political agencies, that discriminate against other 
governments in areas of trade; there are two separate U.S. Laws 
dealing with anti-boycott regulations, and they are found in U.S. Tax 


Law and in the Export Administration Act; reporting of boycott 
requests is required under these laws. 


Israel is major object of an unsanctioned international boycott today, 
although the anti-boycott laws apply to any boycotts not supported by 
U.S. Approximately 40 countries support boycott of Israel; boycott 
requests must be inmediately reported to Department of Commerce. 


Compliance with boycott requests made by foreign countries is 
generally prohibited: 


- Requests for company information by boycott administration 

agencies. 

Requests for non-blacklisted suppliers. 

Requests to sign statements that, among other things, require 

compliance with Israeli Boycott Laws of the boycotting country. 

Letters of credit containing requirement of providing a certi- 

ficate of origin which will state that the goods are not of 

Israeli origin. 

5. Requests to provide information about business relations with 
certain canpanies or countries in a manner that is suspected to be 
boycott related. . 

6. Requests for the names or nationalities of company employees. 

7. Requests to quote only on products from non-blacklisted suppliers. 
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Exceptions: 


1. Shipping Requirements: when shipping into a boycotting country, 
one may limit with or without a request, one's shipping to only 
carriers which are not owned or operated by persons of the boy- 
cotted country; one may also agree not to put the goods on a 
vessel which flies over or stops at the boycotted country 

2. Certificate of Origin: Digital may provide positive Certificate 
of Origin. 

3. Specific Selection: when a boycotting country requests a speci- 
fically named business used to supply printing paper, for exanple, 
one may comply even though one knows the request is boycott 
related; one cannot locate the names of non-blacklisted suppliers. 


CAS Managers and/or Subsidiary Field Office Sales Managers must report 
all boycott trade requests to Corporate Export Compliance Department 
within two weeks of receipt, send marked "Confidential", send copy of 
request; usually found in: Letters of Credit, Purchase Order, 
Contracts, invitations to bid; must not comply with requests or terms 
except for above mentioned exceptions; Corporate Export will forward 
the request to Department of Commerce within legal time frame. 


SECTION 6 RECORDS RETENTION 


Records kept for each sale or reexport must include the following 
documents: 


Original customer purchase order. r 

Copy of Digital order, (SOF, MOF) and all change orders. 
Air waybill or bill of lading. 

shipping invoice. 

Customer clearance receipt. 

Copy of customer invoice. 

- Export and import documents, and related correspondence. 
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The order document must be cross-referenced to the shipping documents. 


Records are to be kept active for a period of two years from whichever 
time is latest: | 


1. Export from United States. 
2. Any known reexport, transshipment, or diversion. 
3. Any other termination of transaction. 


Records are then to be archived five years for a total retention 
period of seven years. Specifics on retaining records are enimerated 
under sections for the particular license as described in- previous 
detail. 


D/L: Consignee Records: 


1. Full name, address of individual, firm to which sale/reexport was 
made. . 

Full description of each commodity sold/reexported. 
Quantity or value of each commodity sold/reexported. 
Date of sale/reexport. 

International Import Certificate. : 
Licensing and importation documents required by importing nation. 
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SL: T and V: copies of monthly reports supplied to CES which 
identify: quantity, part number, value of commodity in 
U.S. currency, date of shipment, end-customer and 
country of ultimate destination; export authorization 
of original commodity; copies of all purchase orders, 
invoices and related shipping documentation 


Q, W, Y and P.R.C.: 


copy of SSL and subsequent amendments; approved, 
validated copy of ITA-6052, Table of: Denials Orders 


copy of monthly reports supplied to CES which include: 
quantity, number part, value of commodity, date of 
shipment, end-customer and country of ultimate desti 


nation, export authorization of original commodity, copies of all 
purchase orders, invoices, and related shipping 
documentation. 


IVL/Reexport Authorizations: for each transaction, sale, export or 
reexport, the records must include:

Date of sale/reexport. 

International Import Certificate.

U.S. State Department Licenses (SDL): Digital Equipment: Corporation 
must file the approved SDL and SED with the U.S. Director of Customs 
to allow shipment. .

Records must be retained for each sale/reexport 


- Original customer purchaser order.

Customer invoice. 

» International Import Certificate. 
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These records must be cross-referenced with shipping documents; local 
record keeping requirement must also be satisfied. 


U.S. Facilities: For each export/reexport transaction, the following 
ocuments mus retained: 


1. Copy of SED. 

2. Copy of air waybill or bill of lading. 

3. Copy of shipping invoice. 

4. Copy of export license; the original is returned to D.C. after 
use or expiration.
